1 . LEBANON: COMMITTEE OF NATIONAL DIALOGUE 

THE NEWLY FORMED "COMMITTEE OF NATIONAL DIALOGUE," COMPOSED 
OF TEN CHRISTIANS AND TEN MOSLEMS, WAS DESIGNED AS THE ONLY 
WAY OUT OF THE CURRENT CRISIS. CONCEIVABLY IT WILL DAMPEN 
THE FIGHTING, BUT ITS LARGER AIM OF TACKLING BASIC SOCIAL 
AND POLITICAL ISSUES MAY PROVE MORE FORMIDABLE. 

-THUS FAR, THE DIALOGUE COMMITTEE HAS SUCCEEDED ONLY 
IN APPLYING BALM TO NATIONAL WOUNDS REQUIRING RADICAL 
SURGERY; THE FACT THAT IT DID NOT COLLAPSE IN ITS FIRST 
MEETING IS ENCOURAGING, BUT THE PARTIES ARE STILL VERY

2. EGYPT: REPORT OF ANTI-SADAT RALLY 

FOREIGN MINISTER FAHMY TOLD AMBASSADOR EILTS THAT NASSERIST 
AND MARXIST STUDENTS GATHERED AT AIN SHAMS UNIVERSITY SEP- 
TEMBER 21-24 TO PROTEST THE SINAI II DISENGAGEMENT TERMS. 
SECURITY FORCES MADE SOME ARRESTS, INCLUDING PROMINENT LEFT- 
IST KAMAL AL-DIN RIF' AT, A FORMER MINISTER OF LABOR AND 
AMBASSADOR TO GREAT BRITAIN. 

-THE GOE CONTINUES TO HAVE NIGHTMARES ABOUT A COALI-

3. SOVIETS CURB INFIGHTING AT MOSCOW AFRO-ASIAN MEETING 

AN EGYPTIAN EMBASSY OFFICER HAS PROVIDED EMBASSY MOSCOW WITH 
SOME INFORMATION ON THE INFIGHTING AMONG THE MIDDLE EAST 
DELEGATIONS DURING THE RECENT CONFERENCE OF THE AFRO-ASIAN 
PEOPLES SOLIDARITY ORGANIZATION IN MOSCOW. ACCORDING TO THE 
EGYPTIAN, THE GOE DELEGATION WAS CONCERNED BY A POSSIBLE 
MOVE BY PALESTINIANS, SYRIANS AND IRAQIS TO INCORPORATE IN 
THE CONFERENCE'S RESOLUTION LANGUAGE HOSTILE TO EGYPT. 

-THE SOVIETS, HOWEVER, TOOK POSITIVE STEPS TO AVERT A 
BREAKDOWN BOTH TO AVOID EXACERBATING INTER-ARAB DIFFER 
ENCES AND TO SAVE THE SOVIETS THE EMBARRASSMENT OF A 
COLLAPSE OF THE CONFERENCE. 

-THE PALESTINIAN AND EGYPTIAN DELEGATIONS WOULD EACH

ESCE SHOULD THE MPLA ATTEMPT A UDI BEFORE THE SCHEDULED

SOLUTION CANNOT BE FOUND BY THEN, THE GOP WILL TRY TO GIVE
